city as a municipality, The first of the by-

by-law may be, perhaps, better un- 
derstood by those who wish to 
refresh their memory as to what they are 
about to do by consulting the largo maps 
hung up on the walls ot the different voting 
places in which the different extensions are 
shown by icd lines. Jt should not be for- 
gotten that, oven should tlie by-law be en- 
dorsed by the vote of Victoriu, it must re- 
ceive the assent of the outuidois concerned, 
their opinions to be obtained in a manner to 
be determined by the Lieut. Govornor-in- 
Council, 

The second by-law is to raise $15,000 for 
the purchase of a market site by debentures, 
pay able pi iucijiu! uiid Uitcifeit, at four per 
cent, in fifty years, by means of n special 
annual levy of twenty-four one-thousandths 
of one pur cent, on the dollar. 'The third 
by-law is to raise $55,000 for the erection of 
a market building, payable in fifly ycats, 
with interest at four per cent., by means of 
an equal special rate of twenty-seven one- 
thousandths of one per cent, on the dollar. 
The fourth is to enable the corporation to 
raise $10,000, with interest ut four per 
cent., for the establishment of a 
crematory, payable in thirty years by means 
of a special rate of eight one-thousandths of 
one per cent, on the dollar. 

The voters' list is very much the same us 
that upon which previous by-laws were 
sanctioned by the popular vote, the polling 
taking place ut Hume's building, Bastion 
Square, for V'utes street Ward ; at the City 
Hall for Johnson Street Ward, and tit the 
Hook and Ladder House for James li.iy 
Ward.

PARNELL REPUDIATED. 



Tiio Manilesto of the Irish-American 
Envoys— An Unqualified 
Decision. 



All the Phases of the Crisis Dis- 
cussed, and Paruell Requested 
to Stand Aside. 



Chicago, Nov. 30.— Five ot the Irish 
delegates, Julin Dillon, William O'Brien, 
T. I'. O'Connor, T. D. .Sullivan and 
T. .P. Gill, have decided to join in the 
demand of those of their colleagues in 
Ireland, who call on Parnell to retire 
from the leadership of the Irish people. 
Their decision whs embodied in a mani- 
festo, which was cabled, to-night, to Jus- 
tin McCarthy. Tho decision will be 
placed before the meeting of the Irish 
members, to bo held in London to-nior- 
row afternoon. Timothy Harrington is 
the only delegate to stand by Parnell. 

TI1U MANIFESTO. 

To Justin McCarthy, M. P., vice- 
chairman of the Irish party :— Our sense 
of the matchless genius of Parnell as a 
loader, of the imperishable services he 
has rendered to tho Irish cause, of the 
courage, integrity and splendid success 
with which he led our people for 10 years, 
and tho tie of comradeship and personal 
respect and affection, which for years 
bound us to him, have made us suspend 
to the latest possible moment, our judg- 
ment against his further leadership. The 
obligation to oxprcsa this judgment is to 
all of us tho most painful duty of our 
lives. No earthly consideration could 
have moved us to our determination ex- 
cept the solemn conviction that we are 
driven to choose between Parnell and the 
destruction of our country's cause. So 
painfully alive were we to all we might 
be involved in by the loss of a leader that 
wo eagerly co-operate with our colleagues 
in every effort to retain tho influence in 
our councils. 

Tho manifesto which Parnell has just 
issued outs us oft' from the last hope to 
which we cling. Anxious to avoid any 
word that might embitter the controver- 
sy, we shall not dwell upon tho cruel in- 
justice with which ho treats members of 
the party that has followed him with 
loyalty and affection, such as no leader 
ever experienced before. His recollec- 
tions of this loyalty to him in many an 
hour of trial, might well have saved them 
from the imputation that any section of 
them could have allowed their integrity 
tD be sapped by liberal members, nor 
would we do more than enter a protest 
against tho violation of all constitutional 
principle, in flouting, in anticipation, the 
decision of the elected representatives of 
our people, from whose votes the chair- 
man of tho party receives his authority, 
and the resor ing to a vague general ap- 
peal over their heads. Considerations 
liko these we should readily have waived 
in the interest of tho national society, 
but the method in which, ignoring the 
origin of tho present calaniitious situa- 
tion, Parnell endeavored to fasten the 
responsibility for it upon Gladstone and 
Morley compels us to disassociate 
ourselves in the strongest manner from 
an imputation which wo believe to be 
reckless and unjust. 

Wo viow with abhorreuce the attacks 
made on Parnell by his public and private 
enemies under cover of his present difficul- 
ties. To attacks of this kind, addressed 
to a man of proud and strong spirit, we 
attributo many of tho terrible dangers 
with which Ireland is now threatened, 
and we fear that tliuy might do further 
mischief by diverting tho minds of many 
people from tho grave national to the 
purely personal issues in the natural re- 
sentniont of an ungenerous attack on a 
groat body in tho hour of stress and dis- 
aster. Put, while making every possible 
allowance for Parnell's feelings on this 
Bcor. j , wo consider it unjust to the 
English peoplo, and lamentable from the 
point of view of international good feel- 
ing to dVseribo the English as wolves, 
howling for his destruction. 

Tho plea of Parnell that Gladstone's 
letter involves a claim to dictate to an 
Irish party, and thereby strike at the in- 
dependence of that party, a strictly Irish 
national body, is one calculated to alarm 
every Irish nationalist. The Irish party 
was formed with tho purpose of winning 
home rule for Ireland, and any interfer- 
ence in tlie hiterest of England's parties 
would he an evasion of the independence 
of tho Irish party, and wo believe would 
be repelled by no one more stonily than 
by our colleagues and ourselves, who arc 
now in opposition to Parnell. But every 



basis of our independent. alliance with the 
liberal party is adopted by them. 

Whatever differences of opinion may 
exist as to the haste with which Glad- 
stone's letter was communicated to the 
public, it was obviously not his hostility 
to home rule, but his earnest desire to 
save it from disaster, that prompted 
Gladstone to write his letter. Wo de- 
plore that tho difficulties of Gladstone's 
position were not frankly recognized by 
Parnell and that on the contrary, the 
friendly, private communications obvi- 
ously made with the view of smoothing 
the passage of the home rule bill, have 
been made the basis of insinuations of 
treachery to the Irish cause. 

By his conviction, a?aiu and again ex- 
pressed, that home rule, t, > be effective, 
must be through .such a measure as will 
satisfy the Irish people, Gladstone is 
bound to give full and ample measure of 
self government to Ireland. To offer any 
other scheme would not only he an act 
of incredible baseness, but ot incredible 
folly, and wo emphatically separate our- 
selves from any such charges against 
Gladstone. 

Wo think it deplorable that Morley 's 
suggestion that some of tho Irish party 
would co-oporato in carrying out tho Irish 
programme of tho Liberal home rule 
party should he so strangely interpreted 
by Parnell. Every member of the Irish 
party will, of course, agree with Parnell 
that the acceptance by any nationalist 
member of an office from tho English min- 
istry would be a breach of the elementary 
principles on which our party is founded. 
But nobody, who knows Morley 's charac- 
ter, will doubt that the suggestion was 
made in the honest belief that the Liberal 
ministry would be helped in the difficult 
work of carrying through the details of 
the Irish home rule bih by tho co-opera- 
tion of the Irish colleagues, and it was 
not an insidious attempt on the integrity 
and independence of the Irish party. 

We have now to confront the statement 
that Parnell's leadership opens an impas- 
sable gulf between tho representatives of 
Ireland and the Liberal party who have 
faithfully observed their part of thoirside 
of the agreement as to the national claims 
of Ireland, and the situation is aggravated 
by tho deplorable expressions of ill will 
toward the British peoplo who have again 
and again within the past five years mani- 
fested their determination to do justice to 
Ireland, and have by their votes paral- 
yzed the arm of coercion. In deliber- 
ately bringing things to this position Par- 
nell has entered upon a rash path in 
which every consideration of Ireland's 
safety as well as of personal honor forbids 
us absolutely to follow him. 

What Parnell asks us to do, stripped 
of all side issues, is to sacrifice all hope 
<jf tho early settlement of the Irish strug- 
gle, to bis resolution to maintain his per- 
sonal position. We are driven to choose 
between our loader and our cause. In 
that choice wo cannot hesitate. Wo lay 
these views before all our colleagues of 
the Irish parliamentary party, in the 
earnest belief that tho decision on their 
part will deliver Ireland from the fearful 
anxiety that now hangs over her people. 
Wo are convinced that the calm, but res- 
olute course of action on our part in this 
emergency will redound to the advantage 
of our cause, by furnishing conclusive 
testimony of tho capacity ot our party 
and our people for self-government. 

Wo cannot relinquish the hope that in 
the face of such decisive action by the 
representatives of the Irish people Par- 
nell's- sense of patriotism will withhold 
him from plunging Ireland into those 
horrors of dissension which have so often 
in her tragic and unhappy history robbed 
her of liberty at tho moment it was with- 
in her grasp, and will save him from 
undoing in one short hour tho results of 
his incomparable services to his country.

Parnell discussed 
his position, informing thoso present of 
his relations with tho Liboral leadors, 
and expressed a deterininatiod to fight 
for the retention of his place.

London, Nov. DO.— Gladstone, in a

nell could do was to resign, and he had 
tho moral courage to let Mr. Parnell 
know, without any unnecessary delay, 
that ho had arrived at this conclusion. 
How did Mr. Parnell receive this advice 
tendered solely on public grounds ? Shu- 
ply a3 a personal affront He published 
a manifesto, addressed chiefly to the 
peoplrj of Ireland, in which ho repre- 
sented himself as tho victim of tho wire- 
pullers of the English Liberal party. He 
mado no allusion to tho offence ho 
had committed, said nothing of his 
wrong-doing, but mado it appear that 
tho English Liborals wanted to depose 
him because ho would not approve of their 
plans and their policy. In order to 
create ill-feeling between tho people of 
Ireland and the English Homo Rulers he 
gave a one-sided,and as Mr. Morley says, 
an untruthful account of confidential in- 
terviews which he had with tho Liberal 
leaders, and of proposals which they 
made a year ago. Mr. Parnell by his 
manifesto showed clearly that his per- 
sonal ambition is more to him than tho 
cause of Homo Rule, andj that ho is a 
man with whom it is not stifo to talk. He 
is tilled with anger when men who have 
been his friends propose that for the sake 
of ensuring the success of Home Rule he 
should resign, and he is so dishonorable 
as to make public conversations which 
were understood to be strictly confiden- 
tial. Mr. Parnell has shown that the es- 
timate which his enemies had formed of 
his character is tho true one. lie has 
proved to all the world that his egotist:, 
is inordinate and that he is a man who 
cannot be trusted. We tire greatly mis- 
taken if his manifesto does not do more 
harm to Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell 
than it will to Mr. Gladstono and the 
other English Liberals who have sacri- 
ficed so much and incurred such deep re- 
proach in onler to aid Mr. Parnell in his 
struggle for Home Rule for Ireland.

The liritisli Uovernmont seems deter- 
mined to push the Irish Land Purchase 
Bill through Parliament during the pres- 
ent session. The object of the bill is to 
make freeholders of the Irish Tenantry 
The Government is to advance the pur 
chase money to tho extent of thirty-three 
millions sterling, arid to take security for 
its repayment. The tenantry are to have 
their lands on terms that must appear to 
them to bo exceedingly easy. Tho Gov- 
ernment lends them the money to buy 
the hind, taking payment by half-yearly 
instalments which extend over forty-nine 
years. The instalments are less than 
what tiro now the judicial rents. The 
tenant who now pays one hundred pounds 
a year rent will not, after the bill conies 
into operation, have to pay more than 
lo/enfcy pounds a year as installments. 

"oes on for ever, but the Lustal- 



man believes that tho Irish people should, 
in justice, havo tho measure of self-gov- 
ernment they have been so long contend- 
ing for, Mr. Parnell's being a bad man 
and a false friend should not cause him to 
change his mind on that subject, and 
should not affect the course he in- 
tended to tako before the late O'Shea 
trial revelations. This is, no doubt, sound 
argument. But people feel as well 
aa reason, and they are just as likely, in 
politics as in other things, to bo in- 
lluenced by fooling as by argument. Many 
people cannot separate tho cause from 
its advocate. If they know the advocato 
to be a wicked man and one who litis 
shown by his conduct that he is not to 
be trusted, they conclude that the cause 
of which he i3 the champion is a bad 
one, and that, any way, it would be 
wrong to give him their countenance and 
support, or to identify themselves in any 
way with such a man, and, consequently, 
when the appeal is made, such people 
either stay at home or vote dead against 
the man whom they disapprove. Charac- 
ter, after all, goes for something in even 
tho political world. 

Mr. Parnell, therefore, having disgraced 
himself in the eyes of a very large num- 
ber of the electors of Great Britain, Mr. 
Gladstono and a number of public men, 
who know how the people feel on such 
subjects and can foretell with certainty 
how they will act, considered that if lie 
continued to be the leader of the Irish 
Homo Rule Party, it would bo folly to 
mako Homo Rule an issue at tho next 
general election. They, therefore, con- 
cluded that, for tho sake of the Homo Rule 
cause, and for that alone, Mr. Parnell 
should resign his position as leader. 

As long as Mr. Parnell was regarded as 
an innocent man nothing was said against 
him by the Leader of the Liberal party. 
On tho contrary, Mr. Gladstono took 
every opportunity to show that ho 
tnteomed him highly. When tho famous 
Commission was sitting, and when Mr. 
Parnell's enemies were doing all they 
possibly could to damage both his moral 
and his political character, Mr. Glad- 
stono, rather ostentatiously, as it appeared 
to many, availed himself of an opportun- 
ity that presented itself of showing be- 
fore tho representatives of tho peoplo of 
Great Britain and the whole world that 
ho had perfect confidence in tho integrity 
of the Irish Leader. But when Mr. Par- 
nell was proved to be guilty of a heinous 
offence, Mr. Gladstone saw that for 
tho sake of tho cause that he 
Jiad at heart tho beet thing that Mr. Pur-

sell or not, juaV as he pleases. Tho ' " 
three millions is nothing like enough to 
purchase till the farms of all the tenants 
in Ireland. The bill, therefore, will w t 
bo general in its operation. Some land- 
lords may not choose to sell, or those 
who sell may sell only some of their 
farms. And, as the Government cannot 
advance money enough to buy all tho 
holdings, quite a largo proportion of 
the Irish tenants must remain 
tenants to the end of the chapter. 
There will bo no emancipation for them. 
How, the tenant, who is to remain 
forovor a tenant, will feel when he sees 
his neighbor becoming » freeholder on 
such easy terms, it is difficult to say. 

Tt does not appear at all likely that a 
Land Purchaso Bill, which is partial in 
its operation like the one introduced by 
Mr. Balfour last year, will put an end to 
agrarian agitation in Ireland. It does 
seem as if, in the end, it would rather 
increase it, and would have the eil'ect of 
forcing the Government to introduce a 
more sweeping measure in order to ap- 
pease those who will be indignant at 
being compelled to remain tenants, while 
their neighbors havo been assisted by tho 
Government to become the owners of the 
land they till. This seems to be the 
opinion of Mr. Frederick Greenwood 
who, in an article on the coining seesion, 
"Breakers Ahead," in the November 
number of the Fortnightly Review, dis- 
cusses Mr. Balfour's Irish Land Purchaso 
Bill very fully. Ho says : 

" But, though wo cannot dwell on all 
the doubts I hat arise in looking at tho 
actual working of this measure, ono or 
two may bo briefly stated. When A's 
tenants have received tho great boon the 
State desires they should havo and pro- 
vides for what, will bo^the fate of I!, a 
neighboring landlord, if ho refuses the. 
same bargain to his tenants? May he 
counton the Steady pay incut of judicial rent 
notwithstanding I No withholding it, 
no necessity of evictions, no boycott, 
no bullet ! But there is another ques- 
tion, that of tho landlord, who is ready 
to sell a few of his farms, or who cannot 
sell more than a few, because the Gov- 
ernment fund does not allow of the pur- 
chase of all in any country. He must 
choose among his i onanta then, but how is 
he to choose? To whom will ho give 
the preference!' Not, probably, to his 
bitter tenants, who will also be the bet- 
tar for the State. He will naturally get 
r.d of the most- troublesome. Turning 
them over to the State, lie will at tho 
siunu titno give a particular advantage 
to the least worthy. In no case, or 
supposing his tenants equally good or 



equally bad, can his relations boimproved 
with those whose claims he rejects. It 
will be Btrange if they are not violently 
ombit'ored." 

When tho British Government once 
adopts this policy of aiding some tenants 
to becomo freeholders, it is hard to say 
what it will lead to or where it will end 
If some Irish tenants are helped to be 
come proprietors, how could aid bo re- 
fused to others? And if it is right to use 
tho credit of tho Stato to enable Irish 
farmers to become tho owners of tho land 
they cultivate, how can it bo shown that 
it is wrong to do tho same for English 
tenants and Scotch tenants and Welsh 
tenants? Theso questions will bo certain 
to come up, and it is hard to see how 
what is granted to tho tenants of one part 
of the United Kingdom can lie denied 
to the tenants of the other parts. 

LLLLOOET NOTES. 

Funning and Mining Development— Improved 
Cattle Wanted, ami Bolter Agricul- 
tural Methods. 

Mr. .1. W. Terry, of Pemberton Mead- 
ows, about sixty miles from Lillooot, who 
was here visiting town for a few days, 
made tho remark yesterday, in course of 
conversation, that the farmers up in that 
country wi re running here in the same 
old-fashioned grooves. They ought tt 
have much better stock thsn they had 
atitl ran too much on senilis. The fat 
Cittle in tho section were in excellent 
condition. Two drives had already been 
made this year, and he thought that the 
few beasts that were yet ready for mar 
ket might possibly be held over. Then 
were very few horses available, and 
those mostly undersized. They wer 
however, in some parts, immense herds 
of useless ponies, which were, hard to 
catch, and vvhon taken were but i f lit'lo 
utility. They were a nuisance to every- 
one, so that in self-defense it had been 
found tho most economical plan to shoot 
them. This would require to be done 
to a very large extent, otherwise 
the settlers would be overrun. There 
were but few, if any, available sheep. 
There were, however, some hogs, and 
those of good bleed and quality, the 
country being well adapted to their pro- 
duction and feeding. There could be no 

this class of farm stock. Van Volkeu- 
burg Bros, had made one or two importa- 
tions of hogs from Ontario. The duty 
imposed by the last amendment to the 
tariff had made till kinds of meat or live 
stock excessivejy dear to bring from tho 
United States. Ho was thoroughly con- 
vinced that hogs would do very well on a 
largescalointhis part of the country. The 
grain and root crops had been splendid; 
there were not many fruits, but he was 
convinced that the climate was favorable, 
particularly for apples; but those which 
were grown there were not of the proper 
kind, their fruit being too soft. 
The lack of proper mo ins of communica- 
tion, however, stood in tho way of the 
agriculturists, but the road now being 
built to Fort Douglas would enable sup- 
plies of all kinds to be drawn to the 
steamers and by them distributed to tho 
various markets. Mr. Terry said ho had 
been in Lillooot since 181)2. The placer 
mines along the river had been consider- 
ably worked out by the Chinamen, 
though on the hydraulic claims great re- 
tun. s were being obtained, and tho in- 
dustry would bo much benefitted by the 
completion of the wagon road to Bonanza 
Ledge,

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL, AND THE 
PllESIDENT'S IDEA OF A " MO 
DICUM OF TRUTH." 

To the Editor : — I am quito content 
to let the intelligent public read tho pub- 
lished report of the sub-conimitteo ap 
pointed to enquire into the drainage of 
the Jubilee hospital, together with tho 
testimony of Mr. Pearse who was present 
when this report was road, and judgo for 
themselves whether my letters contained 
only a "modicum of truth," and were 
"exaggerations;" and that "no such 
condition of thing as pointed out ever 
existed at the hospital. ' But for tho in- 
hnrnporate language used by Mr. Smith 
at that meeting regarding myself, 1 
should have let tho matter drop, and al- 
lowed the report to speak for itself. Mr. 
Smith has not thought wise to attempt to 
answer a single argument I advanced. I 
do not blame him for this, for ho knows 
full well that he cannot. But when he 
contend himself by merely beating 
the air and widely ejaculatin 
such empty phrases as " ill ad- 
vised," " modicum of truth," "ham- 
per the directors," and such like, 
I feel that 1 owe a duty to myself and 
to others to prove that he is wrong, 
though I am satisfied the people will 
read for themselves and gauge such ex- 
pressions at what they are worth. Cour- 
age I admire, and I like to see him atand 
up boldly and defend, in the only way ho 
can, a course which has boon adopted, 
and which he evidently bolieves to have 
been a good one. But I hardly thought 
that, even ho, would have been so Quix- 
otic as to rush frantically upon the bosses 
of solid fact. H.M.S. Amphion, last 
year, had aboard no less a worthy than 
the much-respected Governor-General of 
the Dominion, yet when her otiicers, 
blinded by a fog's veil, allowed the vessel 
to rush headlong upon the rock, the rock 
did not stop aside and, with a graceful 
bow, cry : 1 wish your Excellency God- 
speed ; but received the weighty blow as 
though mere straw ; but tbo double-coat- 
ed sides of the steel ship were smashed as 
though mere egg-shells. Lot Mr. Smith 
learn a moral. Truth will not stand aside 
though the attack be made oven by him- 
self. 1 will now proceed to make two or 
three quotations from the published re- 
port of the sub committee, together witli 
tho remarks made by Mr. Pearse, and 1 
will ask any man possessed of common in- 
telligence, whether they do not confirm 
every word I wrote, and prove how nec- 
essary it was that public attention should 
be called to a state of things so horrible. 
The report, signed by three of the lead- 
ing physicians of the city, reads as fol- 
lows: "The chief difficulty at tho Jubilee 
Hospital is the disposal of its sewage and 
the present impossibility under existing 
arrangements of preventing effete matters 
from becoming an element of danger to 
its inmates and the neighborhood gen- 
erally." "This continuous ooze spreads 
over a considerable surface of the sur- 
rounding ground, and will unless directly 
checked increase and become a much great- 
er source of evil in the near future " Why, 
this is all that 1 have said, yet I am to 
receive a volley of abuse for daring 
to say what is freely acknowl- 
edged. Now add to this the words 
of Mr. Pearse. " lie frequently passed 
by the hospital and found tho stench un- 
bearable. A large portion of sewerage 
matter found its way to the pools, where 
cattle of several residents of tho neigh- 
borhood, chiefly milch cows, wore in tho 
habit of watering. If these animals ab- 
sorbed tho germs of disease it would be 
dillicult to see where tho ovil would have 
an end." Have 1, sir, said more than 
this ! Yet, my words are said to contain 
only a modicum of truth, and that tho 
stato of things pointed out never existed 
in the hospital ! On which side, 1 will 
ask, is the modicum of truth I I will 
now judgo Mr. Smith from his own utter- 
ances. He says : " The existing method 
of disposing of the drainage matter was 
from the first, intended to bo only a tem- 
porary arrangement, the plan being ulti- 
mately to extond tho outlet into the 
deep sea. " [lather strange that, the right 
of way was not secured for this drain be- 
fore the hospital was built. Hut let it be 
granted that the arrangement was only 
temporary. To deliberately construct such 
a system of drainage for a hospital, was 
not merely culpable, but in the present 
state of our knowledge, wicked. A pupil 
from the High School could have in- 
formed him that Buch drainage must Cud 
its way into the wells of tho neighbor- 
hood for miles around, and to drink 
water charged with the germs of disease, 
is the most sure way of contracting it. 
Next, Mr. Smith Ireely admits that the 
Water from the baths does run into the 
pools from which milch cows drink. 1 was

Therefore, it follows 
that those, drinking tho milk from such 
cows must, take in thoso germs of disease 
which will yield a terrible harvest in our 
children and children's children. Yet 
because I merely state thesu facts, which 
none can deny, 1 am to receive nothing 
but abuso of tho coarsest kind, and uiv 
words are to bo described as "dangerous. " 
I cannot see how thoy can ho dangerous, 
unless it be to those who undertake oflices 
for which they are incoinp otont.

For raising tho sum of §45,000.00 for tho 
purchase of a market site. 

WnEHEAS it ^expedient to establish a Public 
Market in the City of Victoria. 

And whereas it is estimated that the cost of 
acquiring land suitable for a site thcrefoi in 
said city will bo 915.000, which sum it is pro- 
posed lo raise by way of loan upon the credit of 
the City as hereinafter mentioned. 

And whrrens It will require the sum of 
$2,198.90 to bo raised annually by special rate 
for paying tho debt intended to be hereby 
created and Uie interest thereof. 

And whereas the amount of the whole rate- 
able property () f t ho said Corporation, occording 
to the lost revised assessment roll, is 89,358,191, 
irrespective of any future increase of the rate- 
able proporty of the municipality and of any 
income in the nature of tolls, interest, or 
dividends front tho work, or from any stock, 
Bhnros or interest in tho work upon which the 
nionoy so to bo raised or any part thereof is 
intended to he invested, and also irrespective 
of any income from tho temporary investment 
of the sinking fund or any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing tho principal Of the said debt intended to 
be hereby created according to the Municipality 
Act, 1889. and amending Aot, an annual special 
rate of 21-1000 of 1 per cent, in the dollar will 
borequlred. 

And whereas it is Intondod to reduce the 
general rale eo that the said special rate shall 
Hot Increase the total rale of taxation. 

BE it TIIlcitEKORK UNACTED by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria as follows :

Fur raising tho sum of §55,000 for the 
erection of a Market Building- 
WllEWEAS it is expedient to establish a pub- 
lic market in tho City of Victoria. 

And whereas it is estimated that the cost of 
establishing such public market, and erecting 
and constructing buildings and premises suita- 
ble for such purpose, will be 855,000, which sum 
it is proposed to raise by way of loan upon tho 
credit of the city as hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it. will require the sum of 
$2,687.62 to ho raised annually by special rato 
for paying tho debt intended lo be hereby 
created, and the interest thereon. 

And whoteas tho amount of tho whole ratea- 
ble property of the said Corporation, according 
to t he last revised assessment roll, is S9,X58.191, 
irrespective of any future increase of the rate- 
hie property of the municipality, and of any in- 
rntnn in the naturo of tolls, interest or divi- 
dends from the work, or from any stock, shares 
or interest in I lie work upon which tho money 
so to bo raised, or any part thereof, is intended 
to bo invested ; and also irrespective of any 
amount from the temporary Investment of the 
sinking fund, or any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho Interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing the principal of said debt intended lo be 
hereby created, an annual special rate of27- 
1,000 of 1 per cent. In the dollar will bo required. 

And whereas it is intondod to reduce the gen- 
eral rate so that the said special rato shall not 
increase the tolal rato of taxation. 

Be it therefore enacted by - !io Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, as follows :— 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of the said 
city to raise by way of loan from nny person or 
persons, or body or bodies corporate, who may 
be willing to advance the same upon the credit 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned ,a sum 
of money not exceeding in the whole the sum 
of $55,000, and to cause the same to bo paid into 
the hands of the Treasurer of the said corpora- 
lion for the purpose and with the object here- 
inbefore recited. 

2. 11 shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor lo cause nny number of deben- 
tures to be made for Such sums of money 
as may bo required either in currency or in 
sterling money not less than $500, or the ster- 
ling equivalent of that sum, each and all such 
debentures shall he scaled with the common 
seal of Uie said Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor. 

3. Tho said debentures shall be made payable 
in 50 years from the day hereinafter mentioned 
for this by law to tako etrect, nt tho offico of 
the treasurer of tbesaid Corporation, City Hall. 
Victoria, and shall have attached to them cou- 
pons for the payment of the interest. 

1. Tbesaid debentures shnll bear interest at 
the rato of four per cont. per annum from the 
date hereof, which interest shall be paid half- 
yearly at the oillce of tho said treasurer. 

5. For the purpose of forming a sinking fund 
for the payment of said debentures and the in- 
terest to become due thereon, an i qual special 
rate of 27-1000 of one per cent in tho dollar shall 
in addition to all other rates be raised, levied 
and collected in each year upon all rateable 
property within tho said city of Victoria, dur- 
ing the continuance of tho said debentures, or 
any of them. 

ti. It shall be lawful for tho said Corporation 
from time to lime to repurchase nny of the said 
debentures at such price as shall in each case 
bo mutually ogrood. and alldobonturesso repur- 
chased shall be forthwith cancelled, and no re- 
issue of ilebenl ures or any debenture shall be 
made in consequence of such ro-purchnso. 

7. This by-law shall, before tho final passing 
t hereof, receive the assent of the doctors of t he 
said Corporal ion in tho manner provided by 
tho Municipality Act, 1880, and amending act. 
and shall tako effect on the 2Uh day of Decem-

8. This By-Law may bo cited as the " Public

WaBBEASit is expedient that a Crematory 
bo established and maintained in tho City of 
Victoria. 

And whereas for tho purpose aforesaid it is 
intended to raiso by way of loan upon tho 
credit of said City the sum of $10,000. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of $710.- 
11 to bo raised annually for tho payment of said 
debt and intorest as hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tho amount of the whole of the 
rateablo property of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria, according to tho last assess- 
ment roll being for the year 18!M, was $9,358,101, 
irrespective of any future increase of the rate- 
able property of tho municipality and of any 
income in tho naturo of tolls, interest or divi- 
dends from tho work, and also irrespective of 
any income from tho temporary investment of 
the sinking fund or any part thereof. 

And whereas for pirying Iho interest nnd 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing the said principal sum of $10,000 and inter- 
est as hereinafter mentioned, it will require an 
equal annual special rate of 8-1000th of ono per 
cent on the dollar. 

And whereas it is intended to reduce the 
general rate so that the said special rate shall 
not increase the total rate of taxation. 

Therefore, he it enaotrd by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of tbesaid 
city to raise by way of loan from any person or 
persons, body or bodies corporate who may be 
willing to advance the same upon tho credit of 
the debentures hereinafter mentioned a sum 
not exceeding in t he whole the sum of $10,000, 
and cause the same to he paid to the treasurer 
of the said Corporation for tho purposes and 
with the objects hereinbefore recited. 

2. That it shall be lawful for tho said Mayor 
to issue any number of debentures, to be made 
for such BUmsof money as may be required for 
not less than $1,000 each, and that tho said de- 
bentures shnll bo scaled with the seal of the 
said Corporation of the City of Victoria, and 
signed by the Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall be made pay- 
able in thirty years from tho day hereinafter 
mentioned for this by-law to take ofl'oet, at tho 
oillce of the treasurer of the Corporation of tho 
said City oi Victoria, and shall have iittuohod 
to them coupons .for tho payment of the in- 
terest. 

I. That the said debentures shall hear inter- 
est at and after the rato of live per cent, per 
annum from tho date thereof, which in:erest 
shall be payable yearly at the oillce of the trea- 
surer of the said Corporation. 

5. That for the ptu-pose of forming n sinking 
fund for the payment of the euid deben- 
tures nnd the interest at the rate afore- 
said to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rate of 8-I(X)0 of ono 'per cent, 
on the dollar shall in addition to all other rates 
be raised, levied and collected in each ycai 
upon all rateable property in the said Corpora- 
tion in tbesaid Municipality during tho con- 
tinuance of the suid debentures or nny of 
them. 

6 That It shall be lawful for the said Muni- 
cipal Council from time lo time to purchase any 
of the said debentures, and such debentures 
Bhall be so expressed as to entitle tho said 
Council to redeem and purchase same on pay- 
ing the amount thereof and Interest thereon to 
the date of said purchase to the holder or hold- 
ers thereof, nnd all debentures 10 repurchased 
shall be forthwith cancelled nnd destroyed, 
and no re-issue of debentures shall be made 
in consequence of such ro-purchaso. 

7 This By-law shall before the Ilnal passage 
thereof receive the aasont of the electors of the 
said Corporation in I he manner provided by 
the Municipal Act 1889, nnd Amending Act, 
and shall tako effect on the 24th day of Decem- 
ber, A.D., 1890. 

This By-law may be cited as tho " Crematory

These gentle- 
men are all well known, and when it is 
known that they endorse the performance 
as the most wonderful they ever witnessed, 
the general public will be prepared to be- 
lieve that there-is "something in it."

VOfXo men's institute. 

A meeting of the members of the Voting 
Men's Institute was held last night in the 
Temperance Hall, presided over by Chief 
Deasy, for the purpose of hearing tho an- 
nual address of Father Van Nevel, grand 
lecturer of the association, on its history, 
aims and progress. He traced up the Brst 
establishment of the Institute in San Fran- 
cisco tome seven years ago, enlarging upon 
its wonderful growth. Two years ugo a 
branch had been started here, and it now 
numbered from sixty-live to seventy mem- 
bers. Be enlarged upon the necessity there 
was for union among Roman Catholics, and 
showed how oven the smallest communities 
by being united had achieved almost unex- 
pected results. The unity of Catholics in 
Germany had brought about the humiliation 
of the Iron Chancellor. Then union in Ireland 
and elsewhere had achieved remarkable re- 
sults, and here, as well as ull along the 
coast they might dothesamu. He specially 
dwelt upon the experiences of the Roman 
Catholics in California, He regretted that 
many of the young Catholics of Victoria 
had not joined the institute, and urged upon 
the members the duty of endeavoring to se- 
cure additional members. He advocated 
the establishment of a reading room and oth- 
erwise popuarlizing the institution, direct- 
ing at length and with force upon the ad- 
vantage that would thus accrue. Alter 
some remarks from Rev. Father Nicolugc, 
who said that he had endeavored, but so 
far unsuccessfully, to establish a Voui.g 
Wometis' Institute. President Deasy, on 
behalf of the members, presented Rev. 
Father Van Nevel the receipt for 
a buggy, which bad been forwarded 
to him at Cowichan, and also 
an amount to cover his expenses at the re- 
cent convention. A short and appropriate 
address accompanied the presentation. 
Rev. Father Van Nevel made a feeling 
and cheering acknowledgement after wh ch 
addresses were delivered by Mr. Camphor, 
Mr. Wall, of San Francisco, the vice-pres- 
ident of tile institute, Mr. Nolan, Mr. 
bang, Mr. Sehvyn, Mr. Dowed and Mr. 
Donovan, all the remarks made being of an 
exeedingly hopeful and foacible character.
